Millions of re 
search and development dollars have been 
spent by firms wanting to stay ahead of the 
volatile market “Choosing a running shoe is 
like being in a candy store,” says Angel Mar 
tinez, a marathon runner and representative 
of Reebok. “Trying everything that looks good 
can be hazardous to your health 

Section by section, here are some standards 
for choosing your shoes 

The Outer Sole smacks the ground re 
peatedly, so it must be tough and yet flexible 
The best are of carbon black rubber com 
pounds. EVA (ethyl vinyl acetate) and other 
cushiony compounds are also acceptable 
They may wear more quickly, but they will be 
lighter than the carbon black models 

Waffle designs are the best cushions 
whieh becomes important when you consider 
that each time a running foot lands, its sub 
jected to stress two to six times the runners
